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Café Gets More Patio Service; 
Legislators Report on Session 


The May 14 Greenbelt City 
Council regular meeting was a 
night of presentations along with 
a few business items: the New 
Deal Café’s request to the county 
liquor board for an extension of 
their license to include the out- 
door patio area and the easement 
agreement between the city and 
the Maryland Historical Trust on 
the Mother and Child Statue in 
Roosevelt Center. 

The major presentations were 
the city council’s recognition of 
the unprecedented wins of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
Girls Track Team at the 113th 
Penn Relays and the Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
Student Awards. In addition, the 
22nd District Delegation consist- 
ing of State Senator Paul Pinsky 
and Delegates Tawanna Gaines, 
Anne Healey and Justin Ross, 
gave a detailed legislative wrap- 
up of the just completed Mary- 
land General Assembly session. 

Legislation Report 

Each member of the 22nd Dis- 
trict told of the legislation they 
sponsored and gave their thoughts 
about the 2007 legislative ses- 
sion. Five bills the city sup- 
ported passed. These include the 
city receiving $300,000 in state 
funding for renovation of the Old

Greenbelt Theatre and the public 
safety surcharge increase from 12 
to 25 percent for municipalities 
with police departments. The 
city also supported “The Clean 
Car Act of 2007” that was signed 
into law by Governor Martin 
O’Malley. The law is designed 
to improve the fuel efficiency of 
cars and trucks bought within the 
state and thus lower the average 
emissions of these vehicles. This 
bill was the focus of a January 9 
Town Hall meeting at Greenbelt 
Elementary School. The two 
other bills which became law 
that the city endorsed were the 
BLX liquor license study and 
legislation that grants zoning en- 
forcement powers to the city of 
Kensington. 

Senator Pinsky proudly an- 
nounced that Maryland is the 
first state in the nation to enact 
a “living wage” which requires 
companies with state service con- 
tracts to pay their workers at 
least $11.30 an hour in the Bal- 
timore-Washington corridor and 
$8.50 an hour in rural areas. He 
announced that there had been 
little progress made on the Purple 
Line, a proposed light rail Metro 
line that would run parallel to 
the Capital Beltway between 
Bethesda and New Carrollton. 


Delegate Healey mentioned that 
the “numbers” being used for the 
feasibility study for the Purple 
Line were out of date and inaccu- 
rate, which then affects the ability 
to get federal funding for such a 
transportation project. 

Delegate Ross spoke of his 
role in trying to provide fund- 
ing for Prince George’s Hospital 
System. The House of Delegates 
voted 139 to 1 to pass HB 510 
which would have allowed the 
state and county to create a new 
Prince George’s Hospital Author- 
ity. The delegates plan to work 
collaboratively with the county 
executive and county council 
to come up with a solution for 
this problem but he stated that 
citizens should “let our elected 
officials know no solution is not 
an answer.” 

Delegate Ross also proposed 
a bill called the “Low Impact 
Development Tax Credit Act.” It 
would have provided incentives 
for developers to utilize low im- 
pact strategies to minimize the 
amount of hazardous toxins enter- 
ing tributaries from stormwater 
runoff and applied a tax when- 
ever green surfaces were covered 
with cement or asphalt. It didn’t

Welcome Coyotes to Greenbelt

The coyote has arrived in sub- 
urban Maryland, definitely in 
Laurel and probably in Greenbelt. 
In fact, the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resource’s Wildlife 
and Heritage Research Service 
office said that coyotes are in 
every county in Maryland, includ- 
ing Prince George’s. Two coyote 
researchers have seen coyotes a 
half dozen times at the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service’s Patuxent 
Research Refuge in Laurel since 
about August 2003 according 
to Holliday Obrecht III, refuge 
biologist. Obrecht saw his first 
coyote there in 2005 and has seen 
more since. He said the coyotes 
have come here naturally from 
the west, following rivers and 
wooded areas. 

They are “probably” in Green- 
belt, according to John Hadidian, 
director of the urban wildlife pro- 
gram for the Humane Society of 
the United States. Hadidian has 
heard coyotes howling near the 
C&O Canal towpath in Montgom- 
ery County, one of the possible 
routes taken by the coyotes heard 
in Rock Creek Park. 

Hadidian said this on Earth 
Day, April 21 in response to a 
question I asked at an informa- 
tion session on coyotes sponsored 
by the Humane Society, the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s Patuxent

Wildlife Research Center and 
the Patuxent Research Refuge. 
Two scientists who specialize in 
coyote research, Dr. Stanley D. 
Gehrt, a wildlife extension spe- 
cialist at Ohio State University at 
Columbus and Seth Riley, a wild- 
life ecologist with the National 
Park Service in the Santa Monica 
Mountains National Recreation 
Area, shared their expertise and 
experience with coyotes coloniz- 
ing in Chicago and Los Angeles 
since at least 2000. 

Gehrt and Riley presented sci- 
entific information about the rou- 


tine behavior of coyotes. Gehrt 
explained that the media reports 
only the unusual cases such as 
the rare coyote gone wrong or 
trapped in a Quizno’s store in 
Chicago recently. Actually, he 
explained, the Quizno’s incident 
is normal behavior for coyotes. 
The animal leapt into an ice box 
out of fear or confusion and gave 
up and lay there when he was 
surrounded by police and others 
and knew he had no chance of 
escape.

Services vs. Cents 

This letter is in response to 
(1) last week’s letter “2 cents Too 
Much” by Joan Falcao and (2) 
her flyer “Citizen Petition In Op- 
position to the Proposed Tax Rate 
Increase.” The flyer states that 
non-GHI single family homes are 
overtaxed and unfairly subsidize 
the services provided to the other 
housing units. 

Well, exactly 50 years ago our 
family moved into a non-GHI, 
overtaxed, single family home in 
the then newly developed Wood- 
land Hills subdivision. Thus I 
have lived 50 years in such an 
overtaxed unit and I have loved 
every moment of it. How is that 
possible? As an economist I am 
very much aware of the value of 
money and I realized soon that 
nowhere could I get such a terrific 
bang for my tax buck. 

Not only were (and are) rather 
unique services available to us but 
our city taxes were and are not out 
of sight. 

Greenbelt has from its beginning 
been a model city. Where else can 
one find underpasses, so that one’s 
children can walk or bicycle to 
their swimming pool and playing 
fields? How many other cities 
have a Greenbelt CARES, offering 
a variety of free services such as 
family and individual counseling 
and tutoring services. Remember 
the saying “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure’? How 
much wiser to spend one’s tax 
money on prevention rather than 
on cures. 

Now, with Greenbelt getting 
older, its senior population has 
been growing. Again, Greenbelt 
has developed a program, GAIL 
(Greenbelt Assistance in Living), 
to locate and develop the resources 
needed for seniors to remain in 
their own homes. 

This is only part of what we 
get for our city taxes. Let’s not 
forget our wonderful Public Works 
Department that keeps our roads 
Open, snow or no snow. And you 
can call our Police Department in 
the middle of the night, when a 
barking dog keeps you from sleep- 
ing. Pretty soon after the call that 
situation has been taken care of. 


I’m sure you, the reader, have your 


own examples. But my point 1s: 
we have to make choices. What 
is more important: paying a little 
more city taxes or cutting back 
services? Now remember: I am 
overtaxed. Suppose our city taxes 
will increase by 2 cents. And 
my assessed house value will be 
increased by 10 percent. This will 
result in an increase in my city 
taxes next year of $37.79 or $3.15 
per month. 

Now please note: I am not ad- 
vocating that the city tax be in- 
creased. All I want to do is to 
look at the issue in proportion. 

We have to very carefully weigh 
whether our services are worth 
their cost. And that is exactly 
what our city staff and our elected 
council are doing. Painstakingly, 
item by item, the value to the citi- 
zens versus the costs to the citizens 
are carefully weighed. 

Before I finish I have to point 
out two more reasons why we get 
our services so reasonably. The 
first reason is that our council and 
staff are such masters at getting 
grants. For example, the city and 
GHI received a nearly $140,000 
grant from the Naturally Occurring 
Retirement Community (NORC) 
Supportive Service Center in New 
York, which financed our first 
Resource Advocate as well as the 
Professional Needs Assessment 
Survey of Greenbelt’s Assistance 
in Living Program. The second 
reason 1s the participation of many, 
many volunteers. Volunteers do 
more than lowering the costs of 
services. The expressions “Green- 
belt 1s Great” and “I love (heart) 
Greenbelt” find a great deal of 
their origin in the fact that volun- 
teering means “working together,” 
“co-operating.” This is a sure-fire 
way to develop lasting friend- 
ships, which are so abundant in 
Greenbelt. 

In conclusion: appointed city 
staff and elected city council, 
please continue your painstaking 
work of weighing the value and the 
cost of services against each other 
while listening to the uninhibited 
input from the citizenry. 

You sure are doing a great job! 
Thanks.

Tax Rates 

About a week ago I received a 
non-signed flyer asking me to join 
the fight to curtail an increase of 
our tax rates for the City of Green- 
belt for next year’s taxes. I trashed 
the flyer because it tried to divide 
the city by isolating GHI residents 
from single home owners. (GHI 
residents are the owners of their 
lease in perpetuity and have been 
considered by all of us as home 
owners.) We do not need to turn 
one portion of the city against the 
other. 

When I first looked at Greenbelt 
as a place for my family to live, I 
was cautioned by a friend of mine, 
who was brought up as a rugged 
self-sufficient individualist, that 
Greenbelt is a high service commu- 
nity. Noting the services that I was 
and was not receiving in Adelphi, 
his warning made me run to Green- 
belt. I wanted the services then 
and I still do today. I have also 
noted to myself and to my family, 
that if I did not live in Greenbelt, I 
would not live in Prince George’s 
County, because the services sup- 
plied by the county are too erratic. 
Also the county services for home- 
bound or handicapped senior citi- 
zens living in their own residence 
(rented, co-op, condo or fee simple) 
border on abysmal. For all of these 
services, even though I do not use 
all of them, I am glad that I live in 
Greenbelt. 

Our city council should be 
praised for going over the budget 
in detail. That is why we have 
elected them to office. I expect 
them to do that. That is part of 
their job. It is their primary re- 
sponsibility to make certain that 
we get our full worth of our tax 
dollar. As much as I respect Mr. 
McLaughlin and his staff, they do 
not answer to the electorate, 1.e., 
they are employed by the city. 

True, fire and rescue squad 
services are partially funded by the 
county. But we made certain that 
Company 35 was based in Green- 
belt. The library is funded by the 
county but the formation and loca- 
tion of the Greenbelt branch of the 
library did not happen by chance. 
But all of the other above listed 
services are funded by the city 
and for good reasons. We who 
have long memories had wanted it 
that way and we see no reason to 
change. Today the county is over- 
stretched and perhaps either under- 
funded or mismanaged to meet its 
present set of critical problems. 

I also noticed in the News

Review article that Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts proposed elimi- 
nating the park ranger program.

My judgment is that other skate- 
parks (where they have not had the 
wisdom to protect the youngest) 
have already had serious injuries 
involving this same combination 
and that it is the responsibility 
of our Recreation Department to 
gather such information. Or do 
we have here the same type of 
group brainlessness as that which

declines to install traffic lights at 
obviously deadly intersections until 
after several persons have actually 
been killed? 

I think there is little magic in 
the guideline, “Must be with a 
parent.” No parent could have 
reacted quickly enough in the situ- 
ation I saw and any parent with the 
necessary foresight would not have 
let his/her younger child into the 
skatepark in that situation anyway. 
And very few do. 

I too used to be a young parent 
and my thing was to ride my bike 
in the parking lot with either of my 
kids riding on my shoulders. It 
was great fun for them and for me 
and I would have had them stand- 
ing up on my shoulders within 
a few weeks if a fireman’s-wife 
neighbor, who had once been in a 
serious motorcycle wreck, hadn’t 
“said something” to me.

I said I did not think the city 
should be in the business of pro- 
viding discount taxi service to 
non-handicapped individuals, giv- 
en the other options. I questioned 
to what degree handicapped indi- 
viduals were served but the city 
does not count handicapped riders 
versus senior riders or “all other 
individuals,” so the answer to my 
question was unknown. I do be- 
lieve the city should cut out the 
service if it fails a cost/benefit 
analysis and if it duplicates other 
Services.

scriptions of each of Maryland’s 
counties was the project for some 
4th graders. In one display stu- 
dents wrote to friends or relatives 
in other parts of the country and 
had them describe where they 
lived. There were highlights 
from Falls Church, Cincinnati, 
Los Angeles and other cities. 

Another poster contained de- 
tails about famous African Ameri- 
cans, from George Washington 
Carver to Morgan Freeman. 

On a table in the hallway was 
a model of Mt. Vesuvius high- 
lighting a study of Italy by Mr. 

A tree 
symbolizing the South American 
rain forest was populated with 
leaves, each of which contained a 
letter to the President asking for 
help in saving the rain forests.

pass this year but Delegate Ross 
states, “like many innovative 
pieces of legislation, this will 
take time and I look forward to 
working to see it become law in 
the future.” 

Delegate Healey mentioned 
in her briefing a record $400 
million was approved for school 
construction, a top priority for 
Maryland counties. 

Delegate Gaines discussed 
her new role as chair of the 
Transportation and the Environ- 
ment Subcommittee and spoke 
about the cost of the Intercoun- 
ty Connector (ICC) project as 
“raiding the transportation trust 
fund.” The 2005 bill creates a 
funding package that includes 
the ability to issue up to $750 
million in bonds supported by 
federal highway funds. Gaines 
also mentioned that the gover- 
nor has asked the delegates to 
take a look at this legislation 
but stated, “It is a project the 
governor is still committed to.” 

Liquor License 

A lengthy discussion between 
councilmembers and New Deal 
Café (NDC) board President 
Peter May took place about the 
Café’s request to the Board of 
License Commissioners to ap- 
prove a change to their license 
that will allow consumption of 
alcohol outdoors on the adjacent 
sidewalk/patio. In order for the 
Café to save money on the cost 
of their request for changes to 
their liquor license, the board 
was considering this request 
along with the changing of 
names on the license. The city 
was aware of the name change 
request but not the other. 

May began by saying the 
Café has had no violations on 
its license since it was approved 
in 2003. He mentioned that 
most Café customers assume 
they can take their beer or wine 
outside and are disappointed

when told they can’t. The Café 
is trying to boost its profits and 
sees the ability to serve alcohol 
outside as one of the ways this 
may be accomplished. Mayor 
Davis asked May if the NDC 
board was willing to work with 
the city and create a Memoran- 
dum of Understanding (MOU) 
with the city. The liquor li- 
cense with the county can’t 
have conditions on it but the 
city could work out an agree- 
ment with specific conditions 
in order to support the change. 
May agreed to this, so discus- 
sion turned to the MOU. The 
councilmembers discussed what 
they would like to see in the 
MOU, such as beer and wine 
being served only in glasses; 
no bottles outside the Café. 
Other requirements would be 
beverages served directly to 
the customer by staff, the out- 
side sitting area clearly delin- 
eated and supervised by staff 
at all times. The vote was 3 
to 2, with Herling, Mach and 
Putens in favor; Davis and 
Roberts opposed, to allow the 
Café to serve alcohol outdoors 
provided an MOU agreement 
between the city and NDC is 
established. 
Statue Repairs 

The vote on the easement 
agreement between the city and 
the Maryland Historical Trust 
was approved unanimously. 
This agreement had to be ap- 
proved before the city could 
have a contractor, Conservation 
Solutions, Inc., begin work on 
repairs to the Mother and Child 
statue. This work was scheduled 
to begin on May 21 and will 
take two weeks to complete. 
The repair work is being funded 
from a $22,500 matching grant 
the city received in 2004 from 
the Maryland Historical Trust.

I had personal experience with 
this lack of aggressiveness when I 
was in northern Canada in 1969. 
I was chasing a wounded squirrel 
when this wolf-like animal almost 
ran into me, chasing the same 
squealing squirrel. But then he 
froze in fear as I fired a .22 rifle 
and missed, I hope. After that, 
he ran to his den. 

Had this been a dog, it almost 
certainly would have snarled and 
barked at me, especially after I 
fired the shot. But this animal 
never showed a bit of aggres- 
sion. 

Coyotes have colonized the 
entire East Coast in recent years; 
our Mid-Atlantic area was the 
last. They are in Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, to name some of 
our neighboring states. 

They were widely noticed in 
Rock Creek Park around 2000. A 
National Park Service ranger there 
who attended the Patuxent ses- 
sion, said he thought the coyotes 
probably came to DC via creeks 
and parks in Maryland. They 
might also have come via the 
C&O Canal towpath, he said. 

In Greenbelt 

At 3 a.m. the day of the lec- 
ture, in fact, a Greenbelter, Shir- 
ley Middleton, woke up to the 
sound of a coyote howling in 
the distance like a wolf and then 
barking with some “yips.” 

I’ve talked with at least 11 
people who said they either heard 
or saw what they believe to be a 
coyote and gotten second-hand 
reports about at least 11 other 
persons who saw or heard a pos- 
sible coyote, all since January 
2006. 

The latest incident I’ve heard 
about was May 5, 2007, when 
a woman saw a possible coyote 
near where I had seen one. This 
woman also came face to face 
with a “cat-like” coyote early last 
year while walking her dogs. 

On that day I spoke with Ja- 
net Hughes near the Northway 
ballfields while walking her dogs. 
She told me she had seen two 
coyotes cavorting last February 
on the ballfields. Coyotes mate 
in February. She had found a 
baby fox carcass that morning. 
We agreed this carcass could 
have been the work of coyotes 
— it certainly would attract them. 

Another woman recently told 
me she had overheard a woman 
on a cell phone saying that a 
“oray dog” had jumped over her 
fence and attacked her cat. She 
also told me her vet had heard 
from a Greenbelter who had seen 
a coyote in her yard. 

On June 6, Bill Cornett report- 
ed his security camera captured 
the image of a “strange dog-like 
creature that didn’t act like a do- 
mestic dog and was bigger than 
a fox.” 

On June 17, 2006, my wife 
Helen and I saw a likely coyote 
at 3:45 a.m., causing a distur- 
bance with a pair of barred owls, 
possibly trying to steal something 
they caught. The barred owls 
gave their calls and the coyote 
gave a one syllable “yip” that 
does not sound like a fox or dog 
bark. That is just one of several 
different coyote “barks.” Then 
the owls flew and the coyote 
came running down the street, on 
the grass, following the curb. 

Based on my one experience 
in Canada, I think the coyote’s 
coming to steal prey from the 
owls is typical and may be what 
the owls were squawking about. 

Later, I learned that another 
woman had heard what sounded 


like a wounded dog in the same 
spot where I heard the “argument’ 
with the owls, the same night. 
And I learned that at 7 a.m. that 
morning, about a half mile from 
my sighting, others reported see- 
ing a coyote in Greenbelt. 

One morning last summer, a 
woman said she saw a coyote 
curled up in her yard, on the spot 
where a raccoon carcass had re- 
cently been removed. The coy- 
ote seemed attracted by the scent 
of the carcass. The woman said 
she called Greenbelt’s Animal 
Control and two people came out. 
By the time they had arrived, 
the suspected coyote was resting 
in an adjacent yard. When one 
of the employees asked where 
the animal was, the coyote woke 
up and ran off. This woman 
described the animal as “very 
mangy” and bigger than a fox, 
with big ears. 

Between 4 and 5 p.m. on a 
night last fall, Lori and Will 
Snyder saw a similarly mangy 
coyote also lounging on a hillside 
in Greenbelt. It was gone before 
they could get their binoculars for 
a better look. They consulted 
guidebooks and concluded it was 
a coyote. Will had seen one be- 
fore on a farm in Pennsylvania. 
“This was not a fox or a do- 
mestic dog,” Will said. “It was 
bigger than a fox and it did not 
have a reddish color. It also had 
a moth-eaten look that I wouldn’t 
expect from a fox. Our neighbor 
thought we had seen a fox, but if 
he had seen this he would know 
that this is not a fox.” 

A Greenbelt couple recently 
told me they were awakened 
one night, probably April 23 or 
24, “at around | a.m. by an odd 
yelping. Looking out the window 

. [we] .. . Saw a mangy coy- 
ote cross Lakeside in front of our 
house and go up the path into the 
woods. He wasn’t in a hurry and 
went under the streetlight. I’m 
not 100 percent positive of his 
identity but we got a good look 
at him, definitely different gait 
than a dog.” 

News Review reporter and edi- 
tor Virginia Beauchamp believes 
she saw a coyote on Lakeside 
Drive around 6:30 p.m. May 1. 

Greenbelt Animal Control told 
me that they have had about three 
or four calls over the past year of 
possible coyote sightings. How- 
ever, Officer George Mathews 
told me that the Greenbelt police 
have no reports of coyotes, “al- 
though other Greenbelt officers 
have heard that coyotes have 
been seen in Montgomery Coun- 
ty.” Matt Berres, a landscape 
specialist with GHI’s maintenance 
department, likewise says he has 
heard of no reports or concerns 
about coyotes. 

Of one thing the experts agree 
there can be no doubt: coyotes 
will come to Greenbelt soon if 
they are not already here. The 
infrequent sightings could be due 
to a combination of the coyotes’ 
secretive nature, the many wood- 
ed areas to hide in Greenbelt and 
a low population as the coyotes 
are in the earliest stages of colo- 
nizing Greenbelt. Or there may 
not yet be coyotes in Greenbelt, 
leaving the howling reports to 
be explained away as dogs howl- 
ing or coyotes outside the city 
limits. 

The peak in sightings in 
Greenbelt almost matches the 
peak periods of coyote move- 
ments mentioned at the coyote 
information session: April and 
fall. The April movement could 
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be related to the births of coyotes 
at about that time. 

If Greenbelters have been shar- 
ing their town with coyotes for 
more than a year, it is testimony 
to typical scenes around the coun- 
try: the wily coyote knows how 
to share a town without making 
his presence felt at all. Only by 
spending money on radio trans- 
mitters attached to coyotes can 
we fully prove where they are. 

In Chicago, scientists did this 
and were shocked to find coyotes 
living just feet from where shop- 
pers parked at the nation’s second 
largest mall. There has even 
been a coyote in Central Park in 
New York City. 

Their Diet 

The experts explained that pets 
— mostly cats — make up just 1 
percent of a coyote’s diet. Gar- 
bage and other food discarded by 
people makes up about another 
2 percent of their diets. Almost 
half their diet is rabbits, followed 
by deer — mostly fawns — then 
fruit, birds, muskrats, groundhogs, 
squirrels, moles, mice, rats and 
foxes. 

They also eat goose eggs and 
will eat any goose that hasn’t 
learned to let coyotes have their 
way. They don’t bother rac- 
coons. 

On a positive note, they could 
help Greenbelt manage its popula- 
tions of geese, deer and rodents. 

Gehrt explained that coyotes 
almost never bite people. He 
compared Chicago’s Cook Coun- 
ty’s zero cases of coyote bites of 
humans to the county’s average 
of 3,000 dog bites a year, most 
serious, with several deaths. 

Before going on to explain the 
benefits of coyotes, Gehrt told 
us that we have no choice about 
coyotes. Once they come, they’re 
here to stay. Their population 
grows in relation to how well life 
goes for them. They have from 
four to 15 pups a year. If you 
kill one or move one out — which 
is tantamount to killing it — an- 
other transient coyote moves in 
to take its place. 

Drastic measures — shooting 
and poisons — were tried out West 
in open range country where you 
could get away with those mea- 
sures, and they failed. “How are 
you going to eradicate them in an 
urban area?” Gehrt asked. 

He said that when a coyote 
has gone bad, it is usually pre- 
ceded by warning signs. People 
leave out pet food, for example, 
and the coyote gets used to feed- 
ing in their yards. The next 
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Ways to Identify a Coyote 


¢ Black tip on end of tail distinguishes it from a fox; 

¢ Coyotes lets their tails hang down, unlike dogs which carry 
their tails out or curled up over their backs; 

¢ In our area coyotes should be about 25 to 30 pounds, about 


the size of a mid-size dog; 
¢ Coyote stools are ropy with lots of hair and bones; 

¢ Coyote paw prints are oval with two front claw marks show- 
ing, while dog prints are more circular; 

¢ Coyotes walk in a straight line, unlike dogs which tend to 
walk less straight. 


thing you know the coyote ends 
up sleeping in your front yard in 
the daylight. 

Gehrt said that coyotes are too 
smart to enter a box trap. 

Control Devices 

Researchers are developing 
devices to keep coyotes from be- 
coming overfamiliar with people, 
including chemical repellents to 
keep them out of yards. 

Gehrt concluded by saying 
that coyotes created an ongoing 
experiment in Chicago and the 
eastern United States — to see if 
coyotes and people can peace- 
fully co-exist or whether they are 
doomed to be in conflict. 

The experts at the seminar 
convinced me that it is never too 
early to publish information to 
educate people so they know how 
to prevent coyote-people conflicts 
as coyotes become an accepted 
fact in Greenbelt and environs. 

If you see a coyote going 
about normal business, there 1s 
no need to call anyone. Just 
scare him off. You could re-

However, if an animal is a 
nuisance, injured, dead or poten- 
tially rabid, you should call the 
Greenbelt Police or Animal Con- 
trol or Brian King at Maryland

To avoid any conflict with 
a coyote, you must assert your 
dominance over it and keep them 
from getting more familiar and 
spending time in your yard or 
going out in daylight. Yell at 
them, make noise, shake a jar of 
stones, wave your hands to make 
yourself appear larger, stare at 
them or throw things their way. 
Don’t let them get comfortable 
around you. Also, secure your 


garbage. Put it out in the morn- 
ing or add bleach to food garbage 
to give it an untasty odor. Keep 
your pets, especially cats, inside, 
at least at night.

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Hayes Describes Wartime 
Cooking and Rationing

What was it like to provide 
food for the family during World 
War II? That was the focus of the 
lecture by Joanna Lamb Hayes, 
author of two books on the sub- 
ject, that was sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Museum on May 15 
in the Community Center. 

Hayes is no stranger to 
Greenbelt, having been a teacher 
of home economics at Green- 
belt Junior High School in the 
1960s. Her books are entitled 
“Grandma’s Wartime Kitchen” 
and “Grandma’s Wartime Bak- 
ing Book.” Both are available 
through the Greenbelt Museum. 

During the Great Depression 
of the 1930s homemakers had al- 
ready learned to provide food for 
their families with small gardens 
and through extensive home can- 
ning of fruits and vegetables. 

Many of us as children or 
teenagers helped with that pro- 
cess. I especially remember 
the pungent smell of the steamy 
kitchen as my mother put up 
home-canned tomatoes. 

Such gardening continued 
during the war, with many others 
joining in, only the name was 
changed. We called them Vic- 
tory Gardens. 

I also remember the hard- 
ships of the war years when so 
many food staples were rationed 
— especially meat and sugar — a 
process, Hayes reminded us, that 
began in May 1942. Rubber 
for tires and gasoline were also 
rationed. 

Rationing was carried out by 
a point system, depending on 
the degree of scarcity of any 


particular commodity. How 
many coupons had to be spent 
for sugar, for example, would 
depend on the supply available 
— an amount set periodically by 
the federal government. 

And, yes, there was black 
marketing. In one rural Michi- 
gan town where I held my first 
job as a teacher, it seemed to 
go on everywhere. Yet many of 
us adhered scrupulously to all 
wartime regulations as a point of 
true patriotism. 

The principle of rationing, 
Hayes said, was to prevent infla- 
tion. And price controls were 
in place. 

Hayes described the substi- 
tutes for scarce products that 
ingenious cooks devised, such as 
com syrup, molasses and honey 
as substitutes for the sugar that 
had to be imported by means 
of ships. Hayes also mentioned 
Coca Cola and Jello recipes to 
sweeten cakes. 

My own mother filtered ba- 
con fat through cheesecloth, 
which she then used as half the 
shortening in her pie crusts. I 
remember them as wonderful. 

To encourage canning, Green- 
belters, like women across the 
country, were invited to use 
community canning facilities and 
equipment, Hayes reminded us. 
And extension agents, such as 
my mother-in-law, in programs 
under the Department of Agri- 
culture, taught farm women ev- 
erywhere the principles of good 
nutrition and methodologies for 
preserving what they and their 
husbands grew.
